I 
hope you will keep looking for some angle through which I 
can get the visa, even if American journalists are denied 
it. I would be happy to promise not to write any journal- 
istic articles, if this is the desire of the Chinese. I 
spoke both to Ed Murrow and Chet Bowles about the question 
and both have promised to try to help me get the visa - if 
any possible opening develops.
